Nol only has It endeavored to unllclpiiln nil 
the cliy's problems, but to work nut an well 
logical municipal Improvements lliat will 
meel our demands Immediately (ollowlnn the 
war and provide work lor roliirnlng veterans. 

To date, some ol the plannlnR board's plans 
already have been accomplished. It 
strumental In starting the organization ol 
. _ weed control districts to combat one of Magic 
Valley's foremost problems. It paved the way 
for consolidation of the Twin Falls and Rock 
Creek highway districts. It had an active part 
in the bringing about the improvements now 
being completed on U. 8. 30 between Hansen 
and the county hospital. Work on the first of 
a series of .ncenlc lookouts along Snake river 
canyon already has been started as a result 
of the planning board's effort.'!. 

Now, It has presented to the city council a 
recommendation which It believes ranks of 
foremost Importance In tlic future develop- 
ment of Twin Falls. The board has proposed 
that all these outlying areas Immediately 
adjacent to Twin Falls be Included within 
the city's limlt.-i. 

Scores of logical reasons are presented to 
hear out the need ror,_juoh-nctlon. All plans 
for sewer and water extensions, police and 
fire protection, garbage collection and dis- 
posal and other municipal services are at a 
standstill until It can be determined wlierc 
the city limits arc to be drawn, ' 

Although these various services are taxed 
to extreme In fulfllllnB the demands of the 
people living within the corporate limits, the 
" city repeatedly Is being a.sked to extend such 
services beyond its legal boundaries. That, 
obviously, is a condition that cannot contlni.. 
—a problem which the planning board pic- 
tures as becoming "IncreasinKly .serious." 

It should bo apparent to everyone that as 
Twin Falls grows Its limits should be extend' 
cd proportional oly. because that Is the only 
way improvements can be made to serve nil 
the people. And It is only fair that all the 
people should share In the taxes to make 
public Improvements availnble, many „. 
which the outsiders presently en]oy at the 
Insiders' expense. 

To our way of thinking, the planninL 
board's recommendation: deserves the sup. 
port of everyone, because It has a vital bear- 
ing on the future of our Magic City,
